Exeter Increases 
Flat-Rate Tuition 


The trustees of Phillips Exeter 
academy have announced that the 
flat-rate tuition will be increased 
in 1949-50 by $150. This increase 
brings the total annual charge to 
$1,400. 

In a special letter sent this week 
to parents of all boys returning to 
Exeter next year, Principal Wil- 
liam G. Saltonstall stated that 
“the trustees had voted this 
change only after a long and 
thorough consideration of all the 
elements.”’ This increase was 
necessary, the principal wrote, to 
enable the school “to meet sub- 
stantial increases in salaries and 
wages” and the loss of reserves 
and accumulated income upon 
which the academy has been draw- 
ing in order ‘“‘to. keep operating 
deficits aS small as possible.”’ 

Saltonstall called attention to 
the flat-rate tuition charge which 
was established in 1934 at $1,050. 
In 1946, it was raised to $1,250. 
The new increase effective in Sep- 
tember represents a 33 per cent 
increase over the 1934 level. 

“With the higher charge,’ the 
letter continued, “it will be neces- 
sary to provide more and larger 
scholarships.”’ Exeter furnishes 
more than $100,000 annually in 
scholarships to promising students. 
This year, 135 of the 725 students 
are receiving some scholarship 
aid. The letter concluded that 
“the trustees regret deeply the 
necessity of their, decision and 
look forward to a decrease’ when 
conditions permit.

Town's 1949 Budget 
May Top 1948 Figure 


. High Costs Are Shown In Estimates 
Being Prepared By All Departments 


Appropriations Voted 
Last Year Resulted in 
A Tax Rate of $34.00 


Present day high costs of mua- 
terials and supplies are the chief 
reasons why almost all town de- 
partments are asking for increases 
in their budgets over the 1948 ap- 
sropriations. 

The town meéting last March 
voted appropriations of $1,005,593:57 
‘of which $893,191.57. was for de- 
partments and $112,402. for,-items 
approved under the special articles. 
The result was a tax rate of $34. \-. 

Indications are that the sums es- 
timated to be necessary in the 
larger town departments to carry 
on their work for 1949 will total 
much higher than last year’s figure. 

Some of the sums sought in the 
1949 budgets as compared with the 
1948 appropriations are:

Exeter Increases 
Flat-Rate Tuition 


The trustees of Phillips Exeter 


academy have announced that the} 


flat-rate tuition will be increased 
in 1949-50 by $150. This increase 
brings the total annual charge to 
$1,400. 

In a special letter sent this week 
to parents of all boys returning to 
Exeter next year, Principal Wil- 


liam G. Saltonstall stated that 
“the trustees had voted this 
change only after a long and 


thorough consideration of all the 
elements.” This increase was 
necessary, the principal wrote, to 
enable the school ‘‘to meet sub- 
stantial increases in salaries and 
wages” and the loss of reserves 
and accumulated income upon 
which the academy has been draw- 
ing in order “to. keep operating 
deficits aS small as possible.” 
Saltonstall called attention to 
the flat-rate tuition charge which 
was established in 1934 at $1,050. 
In 1946, it was raised to $1,250. 
The new increase effective in Sep- 
tember represents a 33 per cent 
increase over the 1934 level. 
“With the higher charge,” the 
letter continued, ‘‘it will be neces- 
sary to provide more and larger 
scholarships.’’ Exeter furnishes 
more than $100,000 annually in 
scholarships to promising students. 
This year, 135 of the 725 students 
are receiving some scholarship 
aid. The letter concluded that 
“the trustees regret deeply the | 
necessity of their. decision and | 
look forward to a decrease”’ when | 
conditions permit. |

Appropriations Voted 
Last Year Resulted in 
A Tax Rate of $34.00 


Present day high costs of ma- 
terials and supplies are the chief 
reasons why almost ‘all town de- 
partments are asking for increases 
in their budgets over the 1948. ap- 
sropriations. ; 

The town meéting last March 
voted appropriations of $1,005,593:57 
‘of which $893,191.57. was for de- 
partments and $112,402 for, items 
approved under the special articles. 
The result was a tax rate of $34. \- 

Indications are that the sums es- 
timated to be necessary in the 
larger town departments to carry 
on their work for 1949 will total 
much higher than last year’s figure. 

Some of the sums sought in the 
1949 budgets as compared with the 
1948 appropriations are:

The various town departments 
that come under the selectmen will, 
collectively, ask for larger appro- 
priations than were made last year. 

These 1949 estimates do not call 
for an increase in salaries over 
those paid at the present time. They 
do, however, incorporate into the 
basic salaries the $4 a week cost- 
of-living bonus which the annual 
town meeting voted for all em- 
ployees last year, and which will 
end next March 31. 

The school department, in adopt- 
ing its budget last week, noted 
that the increase in its budget was 
due mainly to an increase in en- 
rollment and an increase in basic 
prices. It also took into considera- 
tion that there would be a return to 
the town from the state and from 
the Town of Boxford, (whose high 
school pupils will attend local

The board of public works, which 
has been considering its 1949 budget 
at several meetings, notes that the 
costs of fuel, oil for roads and other 
materials for the departments un- 
der its supervision are higher than 
a year ago. The total increase for 
these departntents, viz: — street 
lighting, highways, parks, sewers, 
water, garage and office account, 
will be about $10,000. 

In the fire department $1200 of 
the increase sought is for the $4 
cost-of-living bonus which will be in 
effect for a full year, and $800 which 
under a new state law requires the 
department carry two special type 
gas masks on each piece of appar- 
atus answering alarms other than 
brush fires. 

The estimated increase in the 
police department is dué to an in- 
crease in personnel, one being a 
new police officer put on in connec- 
tion with the work involved with 
parking meters, and the second be- 
ing a new clerk which enables the 
department to keep the police sta- 
tion manned at all times.

In the various departments under 
supervision of the selectmen, one 
or two will be under last year’s 
figures but the overall budgets will 
result in an increase, partly due to 
the inclusion of the $4 bonus in 
salaries for a full year. 

Besides the increases sought in 
the 1949 appropriations, the 
special town meeting of Dec. 28 
appropriated $36,551 for new 
bridges, a sewer on Morton street 
and supplements to the annual 
budget, all of which will .account 
for $2 in the 1949 tax rate. 

What new equipment may be 
required for the various town de- 
partments and whatever special 
articles are approved for new 
water and sewer extensions, im- 
provements, etc., indicate a larger 
total appropriation for 1949 than 
the record high mark that was set 
last year. 

One item which, to date, seems 
will be much lower than last year, 
is the sum which will be sought 
for snow removal. Last year with 
the record snowfall, $35,000 was 
appropriated. The amount to be 
sought this year will not be esti- 
mated until some time later in the 
winter.

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Sees Heavy Tax Burden 
In Proposed Budgets 


Figuerd on its proportion of the 
national income, Massachusetts’ 
share of the proposed $41,848,- 
000,000 federal budget for 1950 
submitted to congress Monday 
would be $1,528,621,000, the 
Massachusetts Federation of Tax- 
payers announced last night. 

“This is only part of the tremen- 
dous tax burden that Massachu- 
setts’ citizens must carry this com- 
ing year,’ Norman MacDonald, 
federation executive director said. 

“When you add to this record 
peacetime federal budget the stag- 
gering increases of from $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000 contemplated 
for our state budget and the in- 
evitable jump in the cost of local 
governments the tax figure is al- 
most unbelievable.”’ 

A further breakdown of this 
enormous sum by the Federation 
shows that, if the federal budget 
were apportioned on a valuation 
basis, the share for cities and 
towns in this area would be as 
follows: Boston, $315,985,876; 
Lawrence, $22,717,341; Lowell, 
$23,768,646; Haverhill, $12,326,- 
176; Methuen, $4,997,510; Read- 
ing, $4,357,585. 


Boston's Fish Catch 
Highest on Record 


Boston fisherman during 1948 
produced the most valuable year’s 
catch of fresh fish in the history 
of the Boston Fish pier, it was 
announced today by the Massa- 
chusetts Fisheries association. 

The value of the 1948 catch as 
landed at the Boston Fish pier was 
$16,113,969.82, an amount $1,- 
243,734.54 more than during 
1947. Boston again topped the 
neighboring port of Gloucester in 
value of catch. 

Boston’s official catch of fresh 
fish totalled 199,347,099 pounds, 
as against 201,661,228 in 1947. 
A below-normal fish catch in Dec., 
caused the total for 1948 to drop 
slightly behind that of 1947.

New U. S. Tax Form 


For Lower Incomes 

Denis W. Delaney, collector of 
internal revenue for the Massachu- 
setts district, today called atten- 
tion of taxpayers to the new op- 
tional Form 1040 income tax re- 
turn blank. This is the new form 
which may be filed by most wage 
earners with incomes of less than 
$5,000 who want the collector to 
compute their tax. 

Formerly, a similar form was 
printed on the back of the with- 
holding, This year, the form has 
been printed on a separate sheet 
of paper in order to provide more 
space for writing and instructions 
and to minimize problems of those 
taxpayers who work for more than 
one employer. Copies of the new 
form are available at most em- 
ployers’ offices, banks, post offices, 
and at the collector’s office, 141 
Milk st., Boston, and all branch 
offices. 

Employers will continue to issue 
withholding statements to employ- 
ees. Each employee must attach 
the original copy of each of his 
withholding statements to his in- 
come tax return, whether he files 
on the new Form 1040A or the 
regular income tax return blank, 
Form 1040. 

By law, employers are required 
to furnish annual withholding 
statements for the year 1948 not 
later than January 31, unless in 
unusual circumstances they get an 
extension of time from the collec- 
tor.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


STARTER FOR THE NEW YEAR 


New Year's resolutions have been the butt of innumerable 
jokes. And that’s quite understandable — most resolutions are 
made as the result of remorse from an excess of holiday cheer, 
and are forgotten as soon as the headache goes away. 

But there’s another kind of resolution which everyone 
should make soberly and sincerely, and carry out conscien- 
tiously. A resolution of that character might be phrased in such 
fashion as this: ‘During 1949, | will do my part to reduce the 
disgraceful and unnecessary fire loss which is costing this na- 
tion more than 10,000 lives and $700,000,000 a year.’ 
There’s nothing academic or impersonal about fire. The 
fact that it never cost you a dollar directly doesn’t mean a 
j thing. Atl of us pay for fire in one way or another — in the 
taxable assets it destroys, in its depressing influence on em- 
i ployment and purchasing power, in its consumption of irre- 
placeable materials, in higher insurance rates, and so on. And, 
more important, the family that never had a fire may be wiped 
; out by one tomorrow. 

Those piles of paper and rubbish and discarded clothing— 
that frayed lamp cord you've meant to replace and haven’t— 
that should have been repaired last week or last year—"‘little 
things’’ such as these are fire’s dependable allies. All of them 
can be corrected easily. How about doing that now as a starter 


for the New Year? .

MORE PAY FOR LESS WORK AGAIN? 

Early in 1949, John L. Lewis and other officials of the 
United Mine Workers will meet with representatives of the 
operators of the soft coal industry to negotiate a new wage and 
working agreement. It now appears that a major demand to 
be made by the union will be for a 30-hour work week and a 
six-hour working day. The union, of course, wants miners to 
gain this benefit without accepting any cut in their weekly pay. 

It is yet too early to evaluate the potential effect of such 
a demand as this on the industry. But it is worth recording that 
a spokesman for the National Coal Association said that it 
would be ‘‘disastrous to the coal industry and the country.” 

In any event, when the time comes for debating the prob- 
lem the public should have a good factual understanding of 
the miners’ position. 

First of all, soft coal miners receive the highest wage of 
any comparable group of workers in the world. The average 
wage is in the neighborhood of $77 a week. A large percentage 
earn $100 a week and more. j 

Second, the miners have won many other benefits. Theo- 
retically, they work an eight-hour day. This contains about 
1% hours of non-productive time — made up of travel time 
and the lunch period — for which they are paid. Thus, the 
mines pay for eight hours of work, but receive only six and 
one-half. And the arduousness of coal mining has been much 
reduced by mechanization. 

The question that should be uppermost in the minds of 
union chiefs now is, just how far the miners or any other work- 
ers can go in demanding pay for less effort, thereby driving up 
the cost of living another notch. Labor, after all, could con- 
ceivably price itself into widespread unemployment.

e TOTALITARIAN EDUCATION 
i Some time ago, in Chicago, an organization of educators, 
which claimed that it represented 2,000 colleges and schools, 
held a convention. One of the principal speakers was an author 
of textbooks — and his books have been thrown out of some 
1,400 schools because civic and patriotic organizations found 
them excessively critical of American principles and traditions. 
Another personality on the program was the representative of a 
teacher's union which was expelled by the American Federation 
of Labor on charges of communism. A third prominent speaker 
had long been a writer for New Masses and the Daily Worker, 
and was named by a Congressional committee ‘‘as a professed 
card-holding member of the Communist party and as a mem- 
ber of more than 80 so-called communist front groups. ”’ 
These left-wingers in the ranks of American educators are 
the exceptions. Thousands upon thousands of teachers are do- 
ing a splendid job and are helping to fight the forces of dark- 
ness which wish to turn this country into a totalitarian police 
state. But the fact remains that a dangerous proportion of 
American teaching and textbooks is based on the theory that 
practically everything is wrong with the United States, that the 
economic system called free enterprise exists to exploit the 
people, that the founders of the country, from Washington 
ij down, were self-seeking and dubious characters, and that the 
hope of the world lies in communism or some kindred philoso- 
phy of life and government. 

It is a healthy sign that there has been a remarkable up- 
surge of interest in the quality and content of American teach- 
ing and textbooks in the last year or two. Young men and 
women now in school will determine what sort of a country we 
will have in the future. Academic freedom must not be used 
to justify warped and subtle instruction which produces dis- 
trust of the American tradition, and praises, by direction or 
indirection, governments which exist through the cruelest op- 
pression and terrorism.

This week we will continue 
with our study of the department 
of public welfare by looking into 
the division of aid and relief—by 
far the largest division within the 
department. 

In 1935 the so-called Social 
Security act was passed which 
provides for the general welfare 
by establishing a system of federal 
old age benefits and by enabling 
the several states to make more 
adequate provision for aged per- 
sons. 

A program for old age assis- 
tance in Massachusetts started in 
1931, was brought into conform- 
ity with the federal act, and, of 
course, Massachusetts is now re- 
ceiving federal grants in aid as 
explained below. 

Currently, in Massachusetts, old 
age assistance is available to 
needy persons 65 years of age or 
over who are citizens of the Com- 
monwealth and who have a mini- 
mum residence requirement of 
three years in the state. Much 
agitation has been created over 
changing the age from 65 to age 


60, but to date the general feeling | 


seems to be that until the Federal 
Security act is amended to change 
the age from 65 to 60, Massachu- 
setts age requirement should be 
the same as the federal. 

Under the original federal act 
of 1935, the federal government 
paid 50 per cent of the amount 
spent, with a ceiling of $30 per 
month per case. In 1939, it was 
amended to pay 50 per cent of the 


first $40 per month per case. As 
of October 1, 1948, the federal 
government paid up to $30 a 


month per case on old age assis- 
tance, 


It is interesting to note that the 
average old age assistance recip- 
ient in Massachusetts receives 
from the Commonwealth $59 per 
month. The average federal con- 
tribution per case is $27 per 
month. The difference of $32 is 
paid out of contributions—one- 
third by the town and two-thirds 
by the Commonwealth. Phrased 
in a different way, a town receives 
from federal and state sources an 
85e return for each $1 spent by 
that town on old age assistance. 
The average payment in Andover 
for the last year was $54.90 per 
case per month. 

While the local agency or pub- 
lic welfare board has considerable 


}autonomy and is the sole admin- 
1; 
istrator 


of both the program for 
old age assistance and the aid to 
dependent children, it is subject 
to certain statutory controls. 
These controls are imposed to pro- 
tect the rights of recipients. 


The first control was created to 
assure uniform and _ equitable 
treatment throughout the state in 
the various cities and towns by 
establishing mandatory standards 
to determine the amount of assis- 
tance to be received. In order to 
|further guarantee that the needs 
of individuals would be properly 
met, the last legislature tied these 
| standards to the cost of living in- 
| dex. Therefore, as of October 
| 1948, the budgets of all recipients 
lof old age assistance and aid to 
|dependent children were increased 
to the amount of 8.38%. As far as 
it has been possible to ascertain, 
| this step is unique in that it was 
}done by legislation rather than 
administration. Nevertheless, the 
administrative cost of affecting 
necessary adjustments was re- 
duced. By statute also the cost of 
living index must go 6 per cent in 
either direction before any adjust- 
ments are made, up or down. 

Because of the complicated 
features of this system and in 
order not to take up too much at 
any one time, we will ‘continue 
with this discussion next week.

Far East Dominions Worried 


If short-sighted observers con- 
clude that the sole issue involved 
in Indonesia is communism versus 
Dutch democracy, they differ 
widely from the attitude of the 
Australian and New Zealand gov- 
ernments, to say nothing of Pakis- 
tan, India and Ceylon. Last week 
the British Dominion High Com- 
missioners for those five Domin- 


ions, resident in London, called 
upon Foreign Affairs Secretary 


Bevin to deliver a statement advis- 
ing that Britain’s hands-off policy 
in the Dutch-Indonesoian strife 
might play into communist hands. 
It is said that they went so far as 
to urge the British Government 
to take the initiative in forming 
some sort of Hastern Union to 
prevent the spread of communism, 
It is to be hoped that were such 
action taken, it would be based on 
the understanding that commu- 
nism is attractive essentially to 
desperate people. Any such Hast- 
ern Union should have as its pur- 
pose the remedying of Asiatic 
grievances and the development 
of Asiatic nationalism in opposi- 
tion to communist or Russian 
domination. The Far Bast Do- 
minions don’t want the tides of 
communism washing on _ their 
shores. 
Conference Called by Nehru 
Lending more force to their 
fears is the action by Nehru, 
Prime Minister of India. On Janu- 
ary 20 of thirteen nations in the 
Middle and Far East, together 
with Australia, New Zealand and 
the Phillippine Republic to discuss 
what he called the ‘“‘most naked 
and unabashed aggression.’’ To in- 
vite the Dominions must indicate 
sincere concern on Nehru’s part, 
and not merely a desire to stir up 
Asiatic resentment. 
Dutch Hinder U. N. Officials 
Siam’s refusal to attend this 
Southeast Asia conference in New 
Delhi is significant for the reason 
given. She is sympathetic with the 
Indonesian cause, but prefers to 
act through the United Nations. 
Little Siam’s attitude is praise- 
worthy, but her efforts cannot do 
much to restore the prestige of the 
United Nations. For already its 
Good Offices committee request 
that it be dissolved, since its ef- 
forts have been deliberately ham- 
strung by the Dutch. The chair- 
man of the committee accuses the 
Dutch of prohibiting military ob- 
the field, and re- 
quested dissolution on the grounds 
that the members did not wish to 
be put in the position of seeming 
to approve of any settlement not 
based on true negotiations. To 
date, the security council of the 
United Nations has failed in what 
should be its purposes. e 
And the Cause of Democracy 
fven if the Dutch are honest 
enough to accept as negotiators 
the former leaders of the Indone- 
sian Republic, rather than deal 
with new ones who could be re- 
garded as stooges, the issue will 
not have been satisfactorily 
solved.

POLICYHOLDERS 
ENJOY GOOD 
HEALTH YEAR 


American life insurance policy- 


|holders have had a good health 


year in 1948, possibly setting a 
new record, the Institute of Life 
Insurance reports. The experi- 
ence thus far indicates that the 
death rate among U.S. policy- 
holders will be at an all-time low 
for the year as a whole, in spite 


jof a poor start in the early months. 


Some measure of the health 
gains in recent years is found in 
the preliminary estimates which 
show many thousands fewer 
policyholder deaths in 1948 than 
would have occurred had the 
death rates of five years ago still 
applied. 

However, because of the in- 
crease in policies at risk, nearly 
1,350,000 policies are expected to 
have become death claims by the 
end of this year, a new record. 

The 1948 improvement has been 
accomplished in the face of in- 
creased death rates from 
diseases, cancer and diabetes, the 


three leading causes of death. 
These three alone accounted for 
well over half of the year’s 
deaths. 


Heart diseases in all their broad 
range are again the No. 1 cause 
of death. Nearly one-third of all 
the year’s policy death claims, or 
some half million of them, were 
due to death by cardiovascular 
and renal diseases. 


The year has seen reductions in 
the death rates for tuberculosis, 
influenza, accidents and children’s 
diseases in spite of a measles epi- 
demic. Tuberculosis death rates 
were at an all-time low and the 
disease now causes only about 4% 
of all deaths.
